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Bank robbery suspect arrai

\ndover police last Thursday afternoon arrested one 
of the two men they believe robbed the River Road 
branch of Andover Bank on June 14 

Thomas Randazza, 27, of Gloucester, was arraigned 
Friday, June 21, in Lawrence District Court under heavy 
security because police feared he would try to escape or 
that an effort might be made by others to free him. 

Three Andover cruisers brought Mr. Randazza from 
the Essex County Correctional Facility in Middleton to 
the court house where five armed officers guarded the 
suspect in a locked courtroom closed to the public 

Mr. Randazza was considered “dangerous, according 
to the police, 

Mr. Randazza was charged with armed robbery while 
masked, larceny over $250 (a felony) and larceny of a 
motor vehicle. He was also charged on federal warrants 
for parole violations. 


The bank robbery charges carry a penalty of five 
years to life in prison. 

Mr. Randazza was ordered held without bail and 
returned to the Essex County Correctional Facility in 
Middleton where he was expected to be turned over to 
Federal officials. He was then to be returned to a federal 
penitentiary in Kentucky to serve out a sentence on simi 
lar charges there.

He and Detective 
Pattullo talked with 
the car dealer who 
cooperated with 
police and allowed 
them to examine the 
money. 

“We're armed 
with some confirmed 
serial numbers from 
the bank,” Detective 
Grant said. 

With serial num- 


bers from about 30 of 


the stolen bills the 
detectives went 
through the $3,500 in 
cash and came up 
with two 20 dollar 
bills that were stolen 
from the bank. 

At that point they 
knew they had the 
right man, police 
say. He lived in 
Gloucester and was 
well known to 
Gloucester police, 
but more evidence 
was needed to make 
an arrest. 


“We wanted him 
off the street, but we 
didn’t have quite 
enough to charge 
him with the armed 
robbery,” Detective 
Donald Pattullo said, 

Mr. Randazza was 
on a federal parole at 
the time although 
the detectives were 
unsure what the pre- 
vious charges were.

was contacted and 


found a sufficient 
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number of condi 
tions of his parole 
had allegedly been 
broken, unconnected 
to the robbery, to 
arrest him for a 
parole violation. 

On Tuesday, June 
18, Andover and 
Gloucester police 
stopped Mr. Randaz- 
za on the street in 
Gloucester and made 
the arrest. 


“As a result of 
that arrest, we were 
able to acquire some 
physical evidence at 
the scene,” Detective 
Grant said, but he 
would not elaborate. 

The detectives 
then took a series of 
photos, including 
ones of Mr. Randaz- 
za, to a witness who 
had been outside the 
bank at the time of 
the robbery and seen 
at least one of the 
suspects with their 
mask off. That wit- 
ness was able to 
identify Mr. Randaz 
za as one of the rob- 
bers. 


The last connec- 
tion police needed 
was the getaway car. 
The 1980s Oldsmo 
bile Cutlass had been 
stolen from a school 
parking lot in

Burlington about an 
hour before the rob- 
bery. A witness had 
seen a small red car 
with three men in it 
enter the school lot 
at about the time the 
car was stolen and 
leave a few moments 
later with only two 
persons in it. That 
witness was also able 
to pick out Mr. Ran- 
dazza as one of the 
three men in the 
small red car. 

The suspect had 
then been placed at 
the scene of the 
stolen car, at the 
bank and with the 
loot. 

“The case is pretty 
solid,’ Detective 
Grant said. 


The detectives are 
still pursuing leads 
on the second bank 
robber involved in 
the June 14 robbery 
but did not speculate 
when another arrest 
might be made. 


But Monday, 
Detective Grant said, 
“We've got a good 
lead on the second 
subject.”

Forget the 
french fries

For many employees of the industrial 
park located in the Lowell Junction sec 
tion of Andover, lunch time meant brown 
bagging or sprinting to a fast-food place 
located nearby. 

Now, when the lunch bell rings, they 
can head over to the Junction Restaurant 
at 36 Ballardvale St. (Actually, the restau 
rant itself is located in Andover, but the 
road out front, Ballardvale Street, is in 
Wilmington. 

The Junction Restaurant is owned and 
operated by Jeff Scipione, of Haverhill, 
and Jose Cuesta, his father-in-law, from 
Boston. 


The restaurant is family run, so if you 
ask for a homemade muffin at the counter, 
chances are you're talking to Mr, Scipi 
one’s wife, Maria, and if you order break 
fast, you're probably being served by his 
sister in law, Anna. 

Despite purchasing the restaurant, both 
Mr. Scipione and Mr. Cuesta have felt the 
pinch of the recession 

Mr. Scipione was in the carpentry 
business for the last seven years until “the 
market went sour,” and Mr. Cuesta was a 
baker at Jordan Marsh for 25 years, but 
was laid off. 

“We began looking for a place in New 
fon and Brookline, but it was out of our 
league,” Mr. Scipione said. 

The Junction Restaurant was owned by 
Steven Goff. It was his family home until 
he turned it into a restaurant and then 
sold it two years ago. 

“As far as I know, he sold it for a good 
amount,” Mr. Scipione said. 


The Junction is open Monday through 
Friday from 6 a.m. to 2 p.m., serving break- 
fast, lunch and homemade pastries. 

“We might extend the hours,” he said. 
“But right now, it’s not really a dinner 
spot because it quiets down at 1:30 p.m.” 

An average lunch costs about $5 and 
breakfast ranges from $3.50 to $4. 

There are also soups and specials of the 
day. 

So far, Mr. Scipione said the steak and 
cheese sandwich is the most popular item 
on the menu. 

The family tried to advertise by placing 
flyers on cars at nearby companies, but 
wasn't allowed to continue, so they placed 
a sign at the end of the road. 

“We're trying to get menus together, so 
we can hand them out to the customers,” 
he said. 

The restaurant is run by a number sys- 
tem. Customers order their food, are hand- 
ed a number and pick up their food at the 
counter when their number is called. 

Despite the. system, Mr. Scipione said

there are some problems. 

“We don’t really know how much food 
to buy because we just opened and we 
don’t Know how much business we're 
going to get,” he said 

Organization is also a problem, but so 
far, he said there’s nothing they couldn't 
handle. 

“We're trying to get a system where 
we're out of here by 8:30, after we prep for 
the next day,” he said. 

Mr. Scipione said being a “low stress” 
individual is also helpful. 


“I get pumped up for five minutes and 
then I come down,” he said. “You can’t 
scream at your family because they won't 
talk to you.” 

Mr. Scipione worked in the deli busi 
ness in the past, so he said he’s used to 
dealing with people. 


“A woman came in asking for french 
fries,” he said. “She kept saying, ‘I want 
french fries.’ This went on for about 15 
minutes. She kept asking for them and I 
kept telling her we didn’t have them. | 
thought that was pretty funny.” 

Mr. Scipione said he doesn’t think 
they'll ever carry french fries because he 
believes frialators are a fire hazard. 

“We're trying to stay away from greasy 
food,” he said. 


These days, Mr. Scipione has his eyes 
set on a different kind of goal. 

“Tm looking forward to sleeping,” he 
said. “I want to have a life and go out 
sometimes, but if you buy a restaurant the 
owner should be there.” 

Mr. Scipione said he believes the restau- 
rant will succeed. 

“A lot of the customers are really happy 
we're here,” he said. “I think if you have a 
good line of products, people will come 
baek.”.

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Raytheon 
lays off 254 


By Don Staruk 

Raytheon Co. laid off 700 workers last 
week, 254 of them at its Missiles Systems 
division plant on Lowell Street in Andover. 

The Lowell Street plant produces the 
Patriot missiles, which were used so exten- 
sively in the Persian Gulf War. Production 
of the Patriot was increased to three shifts a 
day from August until the beginning of the 
war to build the government’s stockpile of 
the “scud busters.” Raytheon hired 300 
workers to fill shifts during that period. 

The layoffs are partly due to the company 
going back to normal production of the 
Patriot and partly to cut overhead in 
response to current and anticipated reduc 
tions in defense spending, according to 
Raytheon officials. 

Ed Powers, a Raytheon spokesman, would 
not say if more layoffs were planned at the 
Lowell Street plant but left open that possi 
bility 

“We do expect overall employment at the 
company will be lower in the future,” he 
said. 

Raytheon last week announced a $346.3 
million additional to government contracts 
for 647 Patriots, but that work will not affect 
these layoffs, according to Mr. Powers. 

“The work represented by that contract 
had been factored into our employment plan- 
ning,” Mr. Powers said. 

Those 647 missiles include 287 for U.S. 
forces, 82 each for Israel and Turkey and 300 
for Saudi Arabia 

Employees were notified Friday, June 21, 
about the layoffs. All the cuts were in the 
company’s “government group operations” 
at a variety of levels, according to Mr. Pow- 
ers 

“People in a variety of jobs including 
engineers, managers, office personnel and 
production workers,” Mr. Powers said this 
week 


The other facilities’ cuts included 240 
employees in Lowell, 105 in Tewksbury, 31 in 
Northboro, 18 in Quincy, 36 in Manchester, 
N.H., and 21 in Bristol, Tenn. 

A total of 1,600 employees have been laid 
off by Raytheon in Massachusetts this year. 

Raytheon is still the largest employer in 
Andover with about 5,550 workers and a pay- 
roll of $220 million. 

It is also the largest employer in Mas- 
sachusetts with 28,800 employees. The com- 
pany employs about 74,000 persons world- 
wide.

Ron Fee, of 92 Woburn St., moved his son’s 


1971 Chevrolet Chevelle into his garage - 


rather than be fined by the town for having 
the unregistered vehicle in his yard. But he 
thinks the restrictive zoning bylaw is wrong 
and has an idea to amend it. 

“T think what they should do is make a 
permit which you can buy for one year so 
you can restore the vehicle,’ Mr. Fee said 
last week. 

Mr. Fee was one of about 200 residents 
who received notices in the last two months 
from the building inspector’s office to 
remove unregistered cars from their proper- 
ty or face fines from the town. A town zoning 
bylaw restricts residents from having unreg- 
istered vehicles on the property that are not 
stored in a garage, according to Building 
Inspector Sam DeSalvo’s interpretation. 

Mr. Fee and his two sons buy older cars 
and restore them as a hobby. It takes some 
time to do all the work, but the end result is 
good looking, registered vehicles, according 
to Mr. Fee. ; 

In a time when everybody is supposed to 
be into recycling, Mr. Fee thinks the town 
should not discourage what he and his boys 
are doing. 

“Recycle. Recycle. What’s my son doing 
out there? He’s recycling a car,” Mr. Fee 
said. 

But the bylaw does discourage them, he 
said. 

Much of the work requires more room 
than he has in the garage and must be done 
outside. Now they have to roll the car out of 
the garage every time they want to work on 
it and back in at night. 

“That's dictating. It’s telling you you can't 
have a hobby,” Mr. Fee said. “If you’re going 
to do restoration it takes time.” ’ 

Mr. Fee agrees that, if a vehicle is going to 
be left out for trees to grow up through it, 
that’s abandonment and should not be 
allowed. 

But if the intent is to restore the car and 
put it back in condition, then give residents 
an option, allow residents to buy a $25 permit 
for one year. 

‘Tll be glad to pay the 25 bucks,” Mr. Fee

Che plot lines are slippery; the characters 
ire slimy: there are enough crocodile tears to 
cleanse the conscience of even the most hard 
ened daytime sinner, so how come Soapdish 
has no suds? Director Michael Hoffman's 
new film is a takeoff on that tired and not-so 
true genre of the daytime melodrama, but his 
movie isn’t much different from the subject it 
\tirizes, despite an excellent cast and a good 


script 

Celeste Talbert (played by Sally Field) is

Davtime TV has never been known for its 
compassion and subtlety, and _ as life begins 
to imitate pop culture (1 dare not say art) on 
the set of The Sun Also Sets, Celeste’s ambi 
tious co-stars capitalize on the golden oppor 
tunity of kicking her while she’s down. 

The plot spirals confusingly into those sor 
did realms only daytime television could con 
ceive. as long-lost lovers and illegitimate 
children reappear, sexual politics take over 
the workplace and devastating secrets are 
uncovered. All the world does, indeed, 
become a stage where fiction is reality, com 
munication is scripted dialogue and the final 
outcome is known only by the author, or, in 
this case, the producer. Potentially good sub 
ject matter (witness that other soap opera 
movie, Tootsie) but Soapdish just doesn't 
measure up. 

The screenplay by Robert Harling and 
Andrew Bergman is quite good, The scenar 
ios on The Sun Also Sets are hilarious 
because they are so ridiculous and they are 
exactly what one would really see on any net 
work between noon and 3 p.m. And Michael 
Hoffman's direction is appropriately heavy 
handed, exaggerating each facial expression 
and heart-wrenching confession over the din 
of the rattling skeletons in every closet. 

The resumes of the ensemble cast are 
impressive, but there is no chemistry hold 
ing them all together in this film. Elisabeth 
Shue gives a fine performance as a waif: 
turned-siren. Cathy Moriarty is wonderfully 
malicious with her Lady Macbeth-ish Mon- 
tana Moorehead. And Carrie Fisher is fabu- 
lous. if underused, as the casting director.

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Lecturers talk about quilts at museum 


An opportunity to learn about 
quilts — which the curators call “tan- 
gible evidence of women’s lives” 
will be presented in the quilts lecture 
series at the Museum of American 
Textile History in North Andover. 

The series will complement the 
museum’s new summer exhibit, 
“Quilts: A Window to the Past,” 
which features 23 quilts, 50 sewing 
items and 122 other objects, includ- 
ing photographs, tools, artifacts and 
other types of textiles, all illustrating 
changes in America’s technology, 
society, architecture and fashion 
since the early 1800s. 

Sue M. Thurman, director of the 
New England Quilt Museum, will 
discuss “New England Quilt Muse- 
um: The Flowering of a Collection” 
Wednesday, July 10, at 7:30 p.m. 

Growing up in Kentucky, Ms. 
Thurman helped her grandmother 
and mother create quilts and later 
became the keeper of her family’s 
quilts. 

She holds a bachelor’s degree in 
art from the University of Kentucky 
and a master’s degree from Columbia 
University in New York City. She 
has held positions at the New 
Orleans Museum of Art and the Insti- 


tute of Contemporary Art in Boston. 

Kathy Francis and Muffie Austin 
of the Textile Conservation Center 
will conclude the series with ‘“Heir- 
loom Quilts: Care and Preservation” 
Wednesday, July 24, at 7:30 p.m. The 
slide lecture will emphasize what the 
individual textile artist or collector 
can do to preserve contemporary and 
antique quilts. 

The conservation center works on 
historic and artistic quilts for muse- 
ums and private collectors in New 
England and across the country. Ms. 
Francis, chief conservator, is inter- 
ested in textile processes and finish- 
es that are of concern to conservators 
during treatment and display. 

She earned a bachelor of science 
degree in clothing and textiles at 
Framingham State College and has 
been on the TCC staff since 1979.

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UU committee 
welcomes gay 
parishioners 


A local church plans to organize a pro- 
gram designed to welcome gay, lesbian and 
bisexual people into the congregation. 

At its June meeting the board of directors 
of the Unitarian Universalist Church of 
Andover unanimously voted to establish a 
welcoming congregation committee charged 
with beginning the program. 

The board’s action follows the opening 
service last September when interim minis- 
ter David B. Parke extended a welcoming of 
gay and lesbian individuals to Andover’s 
congregational life and a mid-May Sunday 
church service where he delivered a sermon 
on the concept of a welcoming congregation. 

The May sermon was followed by a con- 
gregational discussion that suggested strong 
support for establishing a welcoming pro- 
gram in the church. 

Nationally the concept of a welcoming 
program was established when the Unitarian 
Universalist Association formed a common 
vision planning committee in 1987 to collect 
information about how welcomed and 
accepted gay, lesbian and bisexual people felt 
in UU congregations. 

After learning that many felt unaffirmed, 
unweleomed and unsupported in their reli- 
gious communities, the committee began 
work on a welcoming congregation program 
that was approved by the delegates of the 
1989 general assembly of Unitarian Univer- 
salist congregations. The program’s goals 
are to assist UU congregations in planning 
activities that will make them welcoming 
and inclusive places for all people, especially 
for minority groups. 

With the creation of a welcoming congre- 
gation committee, activities will be orga- 
nized to assure that the Andover church will 
qualify to become a certified welcoming con- 
gregation by the UUA, Rev. Parke said. 

Activities will begin this fall and include 
modification of the church’s bylaws to 
include an affirmation and non-discrimina- 
tion clause, organization of special adult-edu- 
cation workshops and seminars, outreach to 
and provision of ministerial and congrega- 
tional support services for the gay, lesbian 
and bisexual community and the nurturing 
of an ongoing dialogue between gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and heterosexual people.

She will describe the items on 
view and include some of her own rem- 
iniscences of summer in Andover in 
the good old days. 

There is a small admission fee. 

The society’s collection contains 
many objects with Andover connec- 
tions. Looking at those in this exhibit 


makes the slow and sultry days of 


bygone summers seem to come alive. 
The snappy straw boater is a reminder 
to many of us of the days when men 
switched from fedoras to boaters on 
Memorial Day, just as no proper lady 
ever appeared in white before that May 


holiday: An exquisite white dress 


recalls such romantic summer wear. 
The fans on display range from a 
simple straw model to the elaborately 
decorated folding variety without 
which no woman’s costume was ever 
complete. Fingers that today are busy 
pushing air conditioner buttons and 
adjusting thermostats once used fans 


for keeping cool and a whole host of 


activities we now call body language. 
Parasols are an idea whose time 
may come again, with the renewed 
interest in sun protection. The exhibit 
includes several lovely examples,

For the workaday world, lemonade 
has always offered refreshment. The 
interesting wooden lemon squeezers 
shown made the job easier. Ice cream 
has long been a favorite as well.

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RECYCLING 
Don’t Bag It

There have been requests for the Don't 
Bag It pamphlet mentioned in this column. I 
have no idea if it can be obtained but here is 
what I know about it. Don’t Bag It is pub 
lished by the University of Missouri, Uni 
versity Extension Service, Columbia, Mo. 
Also, information from University City, the 
Sanitation Division, tel. 862-6756, xt. 302, 
also Missouri. 

Questions have come in about the neces 
sity of special lawn mowers to allow the clip- 
pings to stay on the lawn. These people say 
experiments have been done county wide 
proving that no special equipment is neces- 
sary. They suggest calling local university 
extension services for further information 
along these lines and about fertilization, 
types and safety. I haven't found anything 
that Massachusetts is pushing, but maybe 
you Can. 

The New York Times calls recycling a 
erowth industry. Brokers are selling stock 
in Waste Management and BFI. But like 
almost everything else, grass roots accep- 
tance of new methods of doing things (waste 
disposal) seems to run smack into govern- 
ment inaction, at best, or public policy going 
in the opposite direction. Right now there is 
a renewed argument over waste-to-energy 
incinerators. Do we need more? Are they 
cost effective? Can you have two policies at 
once: burn and make money selling electric 
ity, or recycle, burn less and improve the 
environment? Public concern about pollu- 
tion seems to run up against pile-ups of 
materials to be recycled that the markets 
have not yet absorbed. 

In Japan, one of the world’s leading recy- 
cling countries, more than 300 waste-to-ener- 
gy plants are in operation. They do both 
operations, separate and recycle and burn 
for energy; 40 percent is burned, 30 percent 
recycled. 

The present administration has discour- 
aged any specific federal regulation. In 
December it actually went the other way by 
eliminating a proposal from the EPA (a fed- 
eral agency, after all) that would have 
required municipal incinerators to recycle 
25 percent of the waste they receive. So we 
are left again, as in so many other fields, 
with each state having to re-invent the 
wheel of what to do in this area that is about 
to bury us. 

The EPA says it will try to promote recy- 
cling in other ways. The good news is the 
EPA will work on markets. We can only 
hope that when they find some solutions, the 
states will hear about them.

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he says I’m doing good, I’m holding my 
own.” 

Mr. Newcomb has an inoperable 
tumor on his liver. He knew the name 
of his ailment at one time but couldn't 
be bothered with trying to recall it 
these days. 

He’s lost about 50 pounds, down to 
158 from 200 or 210, and his weakening 
muscles were starting to make it diffi- 
cult climbing around the machinery 
before he quit working last week. 

“T have a hard time walking some- 
times,” he said. “I have a garden I work 
on. I can’t do much other work but I 
can kneel down and pluck the weeds.” 

Leaving work was not easy. 

‘T've been around heavy equipment 
all my life,” Mr. Newcomb said, adding 
that he worked mostly on front-end 
loaders, his favorite piece of machin- 
ery. 

‘T’ve been on that for 15 years, 10 to 
15 anyway. I really enjoyed it,” he said. 

“But I would do anything. I went to 
work to work. They told me what to do 
and I did it.” 

He was married but is now divorced 
and living at his mother’s house in 
Tewksbury. His two sons,Brian, 19, 
and Ronny, 16, live with their mother 
in Methuen. 

Born in the Vale 

Mr. Newcomb was born on Center 
Street in Ballardvale and lived there 20 
years, He went to the Bradley School, 
the red brick building that sits up on 
the hill on Andover Street at the Bal- 
lardvale Green and which has since 
been turned into condominiums. 

He quit school and worked in a 
greenhouse to help support his family 
when his father was injured, but later 
went back to earn his diploma from 
Lawrence High School. 

His next job was at Lee H. Long 
Assoc., a forklift company in Wilming- 
ton. Then he worked for Andover Trac- 
tor before he took the job with the 
town. 

“Tt was a more secure job than what 
I had,” Mr. Newcomb said. 

As a child he used to watch the 
workers with town trucks plow in the 
winter and pave roads in summer and 
figured it probably just didn’t get any 
better than that. While he worked for 
the town he still felt the same way — he 
always liked his job. 


Other town employees 
have been laid off, due to

No big changes on job 

A lot of the equipment has been 
upgraded and the older guys who were 
working then have been replaced with 
younger bodies, but otherwise the job 
hasn’t changed much in 20 years, 
according to Mr. Newcomb. 

“Sand, salt, plow —- same things 
now,” he said. “There are a lot more 
streets and a lot more people” in 
Andover today than there were 20 
years ago. 

But 27 highway workers used to do 
the job that only 13 or 14 employees do 
now, and although Mr. Newcomb 
wouldn't say what was being neglected, 
he said some things are not getting 
done. 

“There has to be things with all of 
these guys missing,” he said. “What 
they can do, they do.” 

Two of Mr. Newcomb’s brothers also 
work for the town. Phil Newcomb is 
also a loader operator for the highway 
department and Harold Newcomb is a 
loader operator for the cemetery 
department. Their jobs are safe so far 
but whether they will continue to avoid 
the ax of budget cuts nobody knows, he 
said. 

“T hate to see anybody lose their job, 
but what are you going to do if the 
money isn’t there,” he said. 

Mr. Newcomb has liked the men he’s 
worked with over the years and said he 
liked all his bosses. 

“They've all been good guys,” he 
said. 

He can’t recall any women working 
for the highway department and 
doesn’t see that changing. 

“1 don’t think it’s a woman’s job. 
You don’t get too many women who 
want to run a jack-hammer or work on 
the sewer department,” he said. 

He could not recall anything really 
bad ever happening while he was on 
the job. 

“You see plenty of accidents in the 
winter. People drive like it’s summer 
no matter what it is,” he said. “The 
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storm of ’78 was a big one. Then the 
spring floods in Shawsheen” in 1978 
were a problem. 

Mr. Newcomb said he wished people 
had a more positive image of town 
workers. 

“Some people think town workers 
are alcoholics and they’re not. And 
they don’t think they do a good job but 
they do,” Mr. Newcomb said. “Like 
Christmas. Everybody would be in 
enjoying Christmas and we’d be out 
plowing roads. We were there to do the 
job.” 

Awarded for service 

Union Local 1704, the town manager 
and about 60 fellow workers in the 
Department of Public Works held a 
retirement party at the town yard on 
Lewis Street for Mr. Newcomb on 
Thursday, June 13. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
presented Mr. Newcomb with a cita- 
tion from the Board of Selectmen for 
his years of service to the town. Mr. 
Newcomb also received plaques from 
Bob McQuade, DPW director, and from 
the union. 

Pete Reming, a highway department 
employee for the past 27 years and 
most recently Mr. Newcomb’s boss, 
said nobody could run the highway 
machines as well as Mr. Newcomb. 
And nobody was easier to get along 
with. 

“He’s an exceptional person. He gets 
along with everybody,” Mr. Reming 
said this week. “He's just a nice, nice 
guy. 

“These things always happen to the 
nice guys,” Mr. Reming said of Mr. 
Newcomb’s cancer. 

Mr. Newcomb said he has no regrets 
about the career he chose. He said he’d 
do it all again. 

“I'd go back if the doctor said, 
‘You're all cured.’ I'd be right back 
there knocking on the door,” he said. “I 
enjoyed that job very much. | enjoyed 
working for the town and for the 
townspeople. There are a lot of good 
people in town.” 

Mr. Newcomb now goes for 
chemotherapy treatments every Tues- 
day and works in the garden whenever 
he can. 

“You get depressed once in a while. 
Anybody would,” he said. “Sometimes, 
in my condition, you’re never going to 
be cured, but you keep on pushing, 
everyday.”

registered nurses, one of whom has a 
state nursing home administrator’s 
license. The nurses provide everything 
from chore and homemaking services, 
to money management and nursing- 
home placement services. 

“The key is that we're flexible, and 
our rates are very reasonable com- 
pared to those of other service agencies 
in the area,” said Doreen Correnti, 
who co-founded the firm four years ago 
with Karol Vitale. 

“We can provide everything from 
rides to the hairdresser to live-in com- 
panions who can help with personal 
care such as bathing and feeding, ” she 
said. 

GA started in September of 1988 
when Ms. Correnti, then a nursing 
home administrator, saw a growing 
need for a business that catered not 
only to the needs of the elderly, but 
also to the needs of their families. 

“T was looking at the needs of the 
‘sandwich’ generation, the people who 
are maybe 50 years old or so and work, 
but have elderly parents 70 or older to 
care for as well as teenagers at home. 
They need assistance to make sure 
their elderly parents are taken care 
of,” she said. 

GA also offers clients peace of mind, 
Ms. Correnti said. She offers a beeper 
service that will get a message through 
anytime during the day or night if a 
client is in need. 

Many GA clients, said Ms, Correnti, 
are middle-income earners and con 
tract with her business for only a few 
hours each week. She said the average 
monthly bill for a GA client is about 
$200, 

There are three categories of service 
GA provides — nursing-home place- 
ment, direct services, and referral and 
teaching. Nursing-home placement 
costs $750, and homemaking, trans- 
portation and chore services cost 
between $10 and $13 per hour, 

Referral to other agencies is free of 
charge. 

Nursing-home placement 

Ms. Correnti and Ms, Vitale have 
assisted in placing 24 elderly people in 
nursing homes across the state and in 
southern New Hampshire. Before they 
opened four years ago, Ms. Correnti 
and her partner visited 109 nursing 
homes in the area and researched the 
facilities. 

The cost of this service is $200 up 
front for a retainer fee and $550 when a 
client is satisfactorily placed in a nurs- 
ing home. 

“We don’t receive finders’ fees from 
any of the homes where we place 
clients,” Ms. Correnti said. 

“T think that’s important for people 
to know when they are looking for 
impartial information to base their 
decisions on.” 

GA accepts Medicaid payments for 
nursing-home placement services, but 
not for direct services and referrals. 

Ms. Correnti will first meet with 


both the elderly person and his or her 
family, if possible, to find out what 
they want in a nursing home. Because 
GA has researched 109 facilities, the 
firm can provide clients with a com- 
plete write up on what each nursing 
home has to offer. 

“We do the homework for our nurs- 
ing home placement clients,” Ms. Cor- 
renti said. 

GA will supply a list of nursing 
homes in the areas that clients wish to 
look at,with a discription of each. Ms. 
Correnti said GA doesn’t attempt to 
make a decision for clients, but will 
help them make an informed decision. 

“Most (clients) don’t have the time 
to investigate the homes as thoroughly 
as we have, or they are overwhelmed 
by the application process,” said Ms. 
Correnti. 

Once a client has chosen which 
homes they wish to apply to, GA com- 
pletes the application process and does 
all the telephoning and paper work. 

The women follow through on all 
applications and keep in touch with 
the nursing homes to monitor the sta- 
tus of each application, 

Direct services 

GA provides many services for 
elderly people inside and outside their 
homes. The firm’s chore services 
include minor repairs, heavy house- 
cleaning, stove cleaning and refrigera- 
tor defrosting, window washing and 
yard work, 

Homemaking services include meal 
preparation in a client’s home, food 
shopping, errand running, personal 
assistance with bathing and dressing, 
light housekeeping and laundry. 

GA will provide transportation to 
any destination as well as outings and 
sightseeing trips. The women will also 
assist with banking errands, budget 
management, balancing checkbooks, 
verifying and paying bills and submis: 
sion of health-care claims. 

Home companions are available for 
any number of hours up to 24-hour 
supervision, said Ms, Correnti. 

“All our employees are placed in 
clients’ homes on a trial basis,” she 
said. 

“No matter how much a family 
member begged or wanted to pay us, 
we wouldn’t place an employee in a 
client’s home unless they wanted us 
there.” 

Home care and other direct services 
are billed monthly at a rate of $10 to $13 
per hour, Live-in services vary in price 
depending on how much time off the 
employee receives. It would cost $700 to 
have a GA person stay at an individu- 
al’s house six days a week with two 
hours off each day, Ms. Correnti said. 

Included in home-companion ser- 
vices are respite hours for family mem- 
bers who care for elderly relatives and 
surrogate family visitors for elderly 
people who may have families who live 
far away or have no family at all. 

“Respite hours can be tailored to as 
many or as few hours a care giver 
needs,” said Ms. Correnti. 


Elderly people 
living in the Merri 
mack Valley in need 60+ 
of assistance have a 
wealth of resources 
available to them. 

Listed below in alphabetical order are 
some of the agencies and services avail- 
able for people age 60 and older. 

Adult Day Care Centers offer super- 
vised settings for older adults who are 
experiencing health and/or cognitive 
problems. There are two types of pro- 
grams: adult day health and social day 
care, 

Health centers are health facilities 
designed to care for an elderly frail popu- 
lation by providing medical supervision, 
treatment, meals and activities. Medicaid 
reimburses the center for those who are 
eligible to attend and others may pay pri- 
vately. 

Social day-care centers provide pro- 
grams for social activity for elders requir- 
ing daytime supervision. A hot meal and 
snacks are provided. Some social day cen- 
ters offer limited health services and 
trained personnel to assist those with 
walking, grooming and eating. Area cen 
ters are:

Companionship programs provide 
visits for elders who are home bound and 
in need of socialization, Companions may 
read, write letters, or play games. Area 
programs: 


“Respite work and live-ins are more 
in demand during holiday and vaca 
tion seasons,” she said. 

Surrogate family workers at GA pro- 
vide clients in nursing homes or inde- 
pendent living arrangements with vis- 
its, greeting cards on holidays and spe- 
cial occasions. They also monitor 
clothing needs. And they work as per- 
sonal advocates for their clients, with 
family and health care providers. 

In almost every GA care-giver situa- 
tion, there is a primary GA employee 
appointed to a client. And a replace- 
ment is provided for when the primary 
person is off. Ms. Correnti said having 
just two GA people interact with 
clients helps build a sense of continu- 
ity and trust between the client and 
employee. 

“That’s not always the case though. 
We have one client who enjoys meeting 
new people. She’s asked that we place a 
different person with her as often as 
possible,” Ms. Correnti said.

GA has grown from just three 
employees four years ago to a total of 
24 today. Though the firm’s staff and 
services have expanded, the employees 
can’t always provide direct help for 
people in outlying areas or out of state. 

That’s where GA referral comes in. 
Ms. Correnti and her staff will help 
people, free of charge, get in touch with 
other health and service agencies. In 
many cases, post-hospital nursing care 
is needed and GA isn’t equipped or 
licensed to do that type of care, she 
said, so callers are referred to appro- 
priate agencies such as hospice. 

“Many people that call need long- 
term, licensed nursing care. I have a 
resource booklet that helps me get 
those people in touch with other agen- 
cies that can help,” said Ms. Correnti. 
Training 

Another area GA has expanded into 
is nurse’s aid training. The firm was 
licensed by the state earlier this year to 
begin a 72-hour training course this 
fall . The cost of the course is $275.

“When you sit outside, or even inside my 
house, you hear the noise,” Ms. Green said. 

Her two boys, Erik, 10, and Kurt, 6, are 
also bothered by the noise when they try to 
play outside. 

“It hurts your ears,” Kurt said. 

A large piece of rock crushing machinery 
at Deloury creates the biggest problem for 
the neighbors, but the loading and dumping 
of rock and gravel is also aggravating. 

“The rock crushing equipment actually 
grinds the big material into smaller materi- 
al,” Mr. Wormwood said. 

Ms. Green said she hears the noise coming 
across the water of the Shawsheen River 
when she is walking down on River Street. 

At Celus, a compressor that is inside the 
building, but which is located next to a venti- 
lation fan to the outside, produces high noise 
levels, according to Everett Penney, health 
director for the town. 

Mr. Penney has monitored both business- 
es and found each of them to be producing 
noise at levels higher than the 10 decibels 
allowed by the state health code. 

After a period of little cooperation from 
Frank Lahnston, owner of Celus, according 
to Mr. Penney, that company has now offered 
to work with the town in resolving the noise 
problem. 

“We are getting an intent of cooperation 
from both Deloury and Celus,” Mr. Penney 


said. “They've both come and said that to me 
in the last two weeks after fighting with 
them for the last three months.” 

Mr. Lahnston Wednesday morning said 
he had received notice of the alleged noise 
violation from the town and that he had been 
unaware of such a law on the books in Mas- 
sachusetts. He said he was having “experts” 
look into it and that he did intend to abide by 
the law. 

“We have agreed to cooperate, yes. 
3eyond that we have not progressed,” Mr. 
Lahnston said. 

But Mr. Lahnston was not impressed by 
either Mr. Penney or Sam DeSalvo, the build- 
ing inspector. 

“As far as I’m concerned, the building 
inspector and health inspector are pretty 
unethical people in the town of Andover. I 
feel they’re pretty sneaky bastards,” he said. 
Deloury cooperating 

John Deloury, owner of the recycling busi- 
ness, has already been working with the 
health department for several weeks to 
reduce the noise from his business, accord- 
ing to Mr. Penney. He has offered to muffle 
his machinery and put up noise barriers. 

“I think he wants to cooperate, but it’s 
almost impossible due to the nature of the 
industry,” Mr. Green said. 

“God knows we need recyclers today, but 
it’s like prisons, nobody wants it next door,” 
Mr. Wormwood said. 

“We don’t wish to hurt his business, but

have anything yet. 

The shot that killed Duke, the cou- 
ple’s German Shepherd, was the only 
one fired before the three men fled in 
an older model gray or light green Ford 
Granada or Fairmont. 

Mrs. Jacobson, 62, suffered skinned 
knees, a bump on the head where she 
was struck with a hand gun, and a bro- 
ken left ankle in the attack. She was 
admitted to Lawrence General Hospital 
where she was listed in stable condi- 
tion Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Jacobson, 68, a retired Andover 
police sergeant who left the force about 
10 years ago, broke his left wrist dur- 
ing the attack although he didn’t recall 
hitting any of the suspects or being hit 
by them, according to Detective Hesel- 
tine. 

Police were searching for two white 
men in their late teens or early 20s, and 
a third man for whom they have no 
description because he wore a mask. 
One man, who police have a composite 
drawing of, was about 5-feet, 8-inches 
tall, 180-200 pounds, stocky with short 
brown hair and a kind of flat-top type 
haircut. The other was about 5-feet, 10- 
inches with a more slender build. 

Detective Heseltine, who is investi- 
gating the attack with Detective James 
Haggerty, said the Jacobsons were 
working outside Monday when the 
attack occurred. 

Mr. Jacobsen was working in the 
garden behind the house and Mrs. 
Jacobson was in the greenhouse area 
when the three men pulled their car 
into the driveway. One suspect went to 
the front door while the other two went 
to the back of the house. 

One of the two, the one police have 
the sketch of, approached Mrs. Jacob- 
son and pretended to be interested in

The robbers pushed Mrs. Jacobson 
to the ground, then tried to tape her 
into a chair. But Mrs, Jacobson strug: 
gled and screamed and the masked sus- 
pect with the gun finally hit her on the 
head with the pistol, knocking her to 
the ground,

Mr. Jacobson heard the commotion 
and came running up to the green- 
house where he was confronted by the 
masked suspect. Duke, although old 
and not too quick, according to Detec- 
tive Heseltine, then started barking 
and going after the subject who back- 
pedaled in the driveway before firing 
one shot into the left side of the dog, 
killing him. 

The shot brought the third suspect 
running from the front of the house, 
where he had gained entry. All three 
suspects then jumped into their car 
and fled toward Interstate 93. 

The couple’s daughter, Rosette 
Jacobson, who runs the family’s florist 
shop on North Main Street, had talked 
to her mother on the phone about 10 


minutes before the attack. She tried to 
call her back during the attack and got 
no answer, Thinking she had dialed 
the wrong number, she hung up, and 
called again and got her mother, who 
told her of the attack. The daughter 
then called police on her car phone as 
she headed to her parents’ home. 

Police have not determined how far 
inside the home the third suspect had 
gone but said nothing appeared to have 
been taken in the attack. 

Tuesday a state police ballistics 
expert aided the detectives in search- 
ing for the bullet that killed the dog, 
but couldn’t come up with it. The detec- 
tive took some fingerprints from the 
scene of the attack in an effort to iden- 
tify the suspects.

Ms. Weeden earns far more than that in her 
current position as Kentwood’s executive 
director of special projects. Mr. Hubell said 
she has told members of the screening and 
interview committees she is interested in 
making at least $72,000. 

The third AHS principal finalist, Michael 
Jones has been the assistant principal at 
Algonquin Regional High School in North- 
boro for the past four years. He earns approx- 
imately $57,000 yearly. Two years before that 
he was the assistant principal at Whitman- 
Hanson Regional High School in Whitman 
for two years. He has a doctorate degree in 
education and has been chairman of the 
English Department at Milton High School in 
Milton for four years and taught English at 
Canton High School in Canton for three 
years. Dr. Jones was also a lecturer at the 
University of Massachusetts at Boston for 
four years, 

He said his interests and strengths lie in 
curriculum and instruction development. As 
an assistant principal he has overseen stu- 
dent services at Algonquin Regional High 
School, including the guidance and health 
departments and the school’s drug and alco- 
hol abuse prevention programs. 

One way to revitalize an aging teaching 
staff, said Dr. Jones, is to involve them jn a 
mentor program with younger teachers. 

“Most teachers don’t know how good they 
are or could be. A lack of recognition, espe- 
cially in this economic climate, leads to burn 
out and can make teachers feel powerless to 
(lo what they are trained to do,” he said. 
West Middle School semifinalists 

Floyd McManus has been the assistant 
principal at F.A, Day Junior High School in 
Newton for the past six years. He is a 20-year 
veteran of the Newton public schools, having 
taught math and science at the junior-high 
level, as well as serving as the school’s com- 
puter expert. 

Day Junior High has 800 students and is 
more of a middle school than a traditional 
junior high school, he said. 

“Tt is more of a middle school in concept 
because we try and meet the social and emo- 
tional needs of the adolescent as well as the 
academic needs,” he said. 

To do this, Mr. McManus said, his school 
has adopted many support systems for the 
students such as an adviser program for stu- 
dents to meet one on one with teachers. 

He said he is interested in moving to the 
West Middle School job because Andover has 
an excellent reputation for education he 
hopes to build on if chosen. 


“I'm willing to take risks and accept new 
challenges. A principal opening in Newton 
isn’t available right now and I’m not interest- 
ed in high school or elementary administra- 
tion,” he said.

dent Mark McQuillan. Dr. McQuillan was a 
former basic skills consultant and writing 
specialist in the Newton public schools.

Hale Middle School has about 300 students, 
he said. 

Before that he worked in Salem, Mass., for 
four years, putting together a new middle 
school. 

He has a doctorate in education and was 
an assistant principal at a middle school in 
Hanover, as well as a high school history 
teacher for seven years in Brookline. 

In Stow, he expanded the middle school 
math programs. 

Dr. Oakes said he wants to move to the 
West Middle School position because it is a 
larger school and Andover has just begun the 
first phases of moving from a junior high 
school to a middle school.

Two layoffs balance budget

After months of foreboding what 
budget cuts would mean to the town, it 
appears two police officers are the only 
ones who will be laid off this week as 
fiscal 1991 comes to an end 


- The last day of the fiscal year is this 
Sunday, June 30. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
said in April, when the budget was 
passed at Town Meeting, that he hoped 
most of the proposed layoffs of town 
smployees could be avoided by attri 
tion and retirements. Now, other than 
the police department, that seems to be 
the case, the town manager said this

James Johnson, police chief, cut 
three full-time patrolman positions and 
three part-time positions from his 
department's budget 

Patrolman Brian McAnally, who 
recently returned from his honey 
moon, and Joseph Thibodeau will both 
be laid off when their shifts are up this 
weekend. 


“It’s going to be a hardship on every- 
body else that’s here, but more so for 
the two people that will lose their 
jobs,” Lt. Philip Froburg said this 
week 

The third patrolman position has 
been unfilled for the past 10 months 
and has been cut from the budget for

Two of the three part-time jobs cut 
in the department include those of 
Mary Wesson, wife of Selectman 
Charles Wesson, coordinator of the 
alternative sentencing program for 
juveniles, and Susan Tisbett, in data 
entry, who resigned and took a job else 
where when she was notified of the lay- 
off. It was unclear this week whether 
the third position, a part-time records 
clerk, would be cut or moved into 
another vacancy within the depart- 
ment. 


Other reductions 

Two vacant positions in the fire 
department will not be filled next year 
and have been removed from the bud- 
get. 

The library is losing “four full-time 
equivalents” through retirements and 
reduction of part-time workers, accord- 
ing to the town manager. 

“No one’s being laid off,” Mr 
Stapezynski said. 

Two people retired and one full-time 
professional librarian position, which 
was filled earlier this year, was filled 
with the understanding that it was 
only a temporary position. That posi 
tion is not funded for next year. 

Several part-time workers, who are 
not normally employed during the 
summer, will not be rehired in the fall. 

Municipal Maintenance lost a crafts- 
man position, a laborer and a part-time 
custodian, but because of various 
vacancies, no one should have to be

laid off, Mr. Stapezynski said. 

The part-time custodian is not going 
to be rehired. The craftsman and labor- 
er should be able to be “bumped” into 
other positions, one which opened up 
last week with the retirement of Ken 
Newcomb from the highway depart 
ment and another vacancy. 

“If Kenny didn’t retire there’d be 
another layoff,” the town manager 
said. 


Those moves will depend on 
whether the employees are qualified to 
take a position that is open. 

In General Government, the funding 
for a water/sewer collector supervisor 
in the treasurer's office was moved 
into the water and sewer budget. The 
water and sewer departments are self 
supporting. 


Another $100,000 in reductions need 
to made in General Government and 
should also be achieved with the help 
of retirements. 

Three longtime employees in the 
town offices are retiring at the end of 
this week and although these positions 
may need to be refilled, at least on a 
part-time basis, they will be filled at 
starting salaries and will still provide 
some savings, 

“That will give me some of my sav 
ings and then I have a couple other 
clerical positions that are leaving and 
rehires will be at lower pay,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said.
